WASHINGTON, May 11.—If top 
leaders in the Democratic party 
succeed in their present attempt 
to dissuade President Roosevelt 
from clinging to Henry A. Wal- 
lace for the vice-presidency, either 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull or 


Senator Harry S.. Truman of Mis- | 


souri probably will be selected to 
make the race for second place 
on the ticket, the Post-Dispatch 
was informed today by authorita- 
tive sources. 

The President has taken the at- 
titude that Wallace will once more 
be his choice unless party leaders 
are able to convince him that op- 
position to Wallace would fatally 
weaken the ticket. To date, it is 
indicated, Roosevelt has not’ been 
“convinced.” 


It is understood that Roosevelt, 


feels that the ditching of Wallace 
now might be interpreted by the 
public as acknowledgement of er- 
ror in judgment in selecting him 
four years ago, Or as an appease- 
ment move to pacify Southern 
Democrats. There is also a per- 
sonal element in the President’s 
reluctance to renounce publicly his 
Joyal aid. On the other hand, 
party politicians have been insist- 
ing that Wallace ‘would unques- 
tionably jeopardize the ticket, and 
they point out that an ideological 
split was made apparent to the 
public when Roosevelt sought to 
bury the phrase “New Deal” and 
Wallace promptly revived it. 
Truman for Rayburn. 

Truman is reluctant to make 
the race, and he came out in be- 
half of Speaker Sam Rayburn of 
Texas at the recent Democratic 
rally in St. Joseph. He has told 
the Post-Dispatch that he is con- 
tent to remain in the Senate and 
has no further political aspira- 
tions. High party leaders feel, 
however, that his prestige as 
chairman of the Senate War In- 
vestigating Committee makes him 
an ideal running mate for the 
President, and in recent months 
Truman involuntarily has been 
gaining much support among the 
more influential national commit- 
teemen. 

The junior Senator from Mis- 
souri, of course, will not toss his 
hat into the ring unless he is 
picked by the President and as- 
sured support of the party. 

Hull has been more often men- 
tioned as a vice-presidential pos- 
sibility; but in recent weeks this 
talk has quieted down. Now, how-

Edward J. Hogan Jr., One 
of Sponsors, Says It 
Would Save St. Louis 
$150,000 a Year.

JEFFERSON CITY, May 11—A 
constitutional provision abolishing 
the fee system for all public of- 
fices in St. Louis and State and 
county offices in St. Louis County 
and Jackson County (Kansas 
City) excepting public adminis- 
trators and notaries public, was 
approved today by the constitu- 

tional convention. 

The provision, adopted under 
the sponsorship of Delegates Ed- 
ward J. Hogan Jr. and Clem F. 
Storckman, St. Louis, 
that these officials shall be com- 
pensated for their services by sal- 
aries only. Hogan told the con- 
vention that the change would 
save St. Louis $150,000 a year. 

Hogan said the principal St. 
Louis officials who will be affect- 
ed by the section if it is adopted 
by the voters include Collector of 
Revenue Richard Gruner, Assessor 
Arthur C. Hoehn and License Col- 
lector Frank A. Britton, Repub- 
licans, and Probate Judge Glendy 
B. Arnold, Circuit Attorney Thom- 
as C. Hennings, Jr. and Circuit 
Clerk H. Sam Priest, Democrats. 

The only St. Louis County offi- 
cial affected by the change is the 
Probate Judge, as all other county 
officers are on a salary basis un- 


der laws passed by the 1939 Legis- 


lature. Most Jackson County of- 
ficers receive fees in addition to 
salaries and will come under the 
provisions of the new section, Jus- 
tices of the Peace and Constables

CHICAGO, May 11 (AP).—The 
two-year-old Montgomery Ward- 
CIO union controversy; marked by 
Government intervention including 
Federal seizure of the company’s 
Chicago properties, appeared today, 
to be still far from settlement. 

The dispute, after two weeks of 
swift developments in the union’s 
fight to win an extended contract 
pending a new agreement, flared 
anew in the wake of apparent vic- 
tories for both sides in certain as- 
pects of the case. 

The huge mail-order house, un- 


der Federal control for 13 days, 
again operated under the direction 
of Board Chairman Sewell L. 
Avery, while the CIO union held 
a victory in a collective bargaining 
election, 

Statements by chief spokesmen 
for the principals indicated, how- 
ever, that the company and union 
were not in accord on the main 
issues involved in the new con- 
tract. 

Avery Wants Court Test. 

Avery, reasserting that the com- 
pany would not sign a pact em- 
bodying a maintenance-of-mem- 
bership. clause “or any form of 
closed shop,” asserted that “the 
fundamental issues must still be 
determined in the courts.” 

Yesterday, after the Government 
relinquished control of the plant 
Tuesday night, United States Dis- 
trict Judge William H,. Holly re- 
fused to rule on the Government's 
injunction suit against Ward’s. ex- 
ecutives and the legality of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s seizure order re- 
mained undecided. 

Henry Anderson, president of 
the local CIO union—the United 
Mail Order, Warehouse and Retail 
Employes—said refusal of the 
company to include the mainte- 
nance-of-membership clause will 
mean “the whole thing will be 
back in the War Labor Board’s 
lap.” The union has asked the 
WLB to extend and enforce the 
expired contract pending signing 
of a new agreement. 

Samuel Wolchok, president of 
the parent CIO union, said a ~e- 
quest had been made to the com- 
pany to discuss grievances and a 
contract.

(AP).—Liberation of 707 Japanese- 
held prisoners of war by the Amer- 
ican conquest of North-Central 
New Guinea was announced today 
as fresh accounts of the enemy’s 
cruelty toward captives came to 
light. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur an- 
nounced that 462 of the liberated 
Allies were Sikhs, Indian soldiers 


captured in Malaya by the Japa- 
nese early in the war. Javanese 


numbered 86 and the rest were! 


Americans, Australians, Chinese, 
Dutch, Filipinos, Poles and Czechs. 
Many were missionaries and other 
civilians. 

MacArthur said 621 of the pris- 
oners were freed in the Hollandia 
‘area and the rest at Aitape on 
'New Guinea. This was the only 
sizeable group yet liberated in any 
phase of the Pacific war except 
for a detachment of Sikhs and 
Punjabs found in the Admiralty 
Islands in March. 

At the same time, the Australian 
Department of Information ‘an- 
nounced that the liberated Sikhs 
strongly indicted Japanese treat- 
ment of them,

NAZI TRAWLER SUNK

Two Others Hit by Light 
British Craft, Which Suf- 
fer Minor Damage. 


LONDON, May 11 (AP). — An 
armed German trawler was tor- 
pedoed and sunk and two others 
were damaged off the Dutch 
coast today when light coastal 
forces of the British Navy on a 
pre-invasion offensive sweep at- 
tacked a strong force of enemy 


patrol vessels, the British an- 
nounced. 

The Admiralty, reporting that 
the British ships returned to har- 
bor after suffering only superfi- 
cial damage and minor casualties 
among the crew, said one of the 
damaged trawlers was left burn- 
ing.

Elba Island in the Mediterranean.

FIREMAN KILLED WHEN TRAIN 
CRASHES INTO ANOTHER ONE 


William C. Murray, 28-year-old 
railroad fireman of 7300 St. Clair |

day when a two-engine Missouri

HEALTH MEASURE 


Passage Would Mean Ad- 


mitting Private Medical 


Care Setup Is Failure, 
Says One. 


The Wagner-Murray-Dingell so- 
cial security bill has served the 
“sole useful purpose” of getting 
industrialists, medical men and in- 
surance men to think of voluntary 
programs for supplying hospitali- 
zation, and medical and surgical 
attention. Neville Pilling, chief ex- 
ecutive of the Zurich Insurance 
Co., Chicago, said yesterday before 
the second national War Confer- 
ence on Industrial Health at Ho- 
tel Jefferson. 

Admitting that hundreds of thou- | 
sands of persons in this country 
fail to receive necessary medical | 
care and hospitalization, Pilling 
said this failure results largely | 
“because of absolute lack of un- 
derstanding of what to do, how to | 
do it and why it should be done.” 

Pilling discounted the belief that 
lack of medical care and hospital- 
ization is caused solely by “mone- 
tary reasons or lack of adequate 
facilities.” r 

Proposes Insurance Plan. 

Pilling asserted it was his opin- 
jon that insurance is the logical 
field to spearhead the attack on 
medical care costs and the suffer- 
ing of individuals and families. He 
opposed legislative intervention, 
such as the Wagner-Murray-Din- 
gel bill, as detrimental to the “to- 
tal preservation of the capitalisitc 
system.” 

To subécribe to the adoption of 
the plan contained in the Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell bill, said Dr. 
Frank P. Hammond, medical di- 
rector of the Plan for Hospital 
Care, Chicago, “is to admit that 
medical service in this country, 
although it is the best the world 
has- ever known, is a complete 
failure, and that a government 
bureau can better safeguard the 
health of the nation, than can a 
system of private medicine.” 

Dr. Hammond contended that 
were the plan to be put into | 
operation, similar ideas might be | 
imposed on business, industry, | 
utilities, the legal profession, the | 
clergy and other public services. | 

One Speaker Absent. | 

Robert Watt of the American 
Federation of Labor, originally 
announced as a member of the 
panel on “Extended Medical and 
Hospital Service in Industry” had 
to cancel his appearance in order 
to attend the International Labor 
Office meetings in Philadelphia. 
No spokesman was present to ex- 
Plain or defend the Wagner- 
Murray-Dingell bill. 

In his presidential address, Dr. 
Harvey Bartle, of Philadelphia, 
president of the American Asso- 
ciation of Industrial Physicians 
and Surgeons, one of the four or- 
ganizations sponsoring the con- 
ference, said that postwar medical 
service in industry will grow out 
of the experiences learned in 
global war, new social] values and 
economic readjustments. 

Other organizations sponsoring 
the conference are the American 
Industrial Hygiene Association, 
American Association of Indus- 
trial Nurses and National Confer- 
ence of Governmental Industrial 
hiygienists. 


UNION ELECTRIC-LACLEDE DEAL 
HEARING IS SET FOR MAY 29 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.—The 
Federal Power Commission will 
open its hearings May 29 on the 
application of the Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri for authorization 
to purchase the Laclede Power 
& Light Co., it was announced 
today. Attorney-General Roy Mc- 
Kittrick, who was granted per- 
mission by the commission to in- 
tervene in the case, is expected to 
be on hand when the hearings 
open. 

The proposal of Union Electric 
to buy the power facilities of the 
Laclede company has been pend- 
ing before the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission, but there is 
‘one phase of the transaction un- 
der the jurisdiction of the FPC 
-—transfer of about $140,000 worth 
of interstate facilities, consisting 
mainly of transmission lines 
across the Mississippi river. 

Union Electric requested the 
Federal Power Commission to ap- 
prove the transfer of these inter- 
state facilities, and it is on this 
petition that the hearing is be- 
ing held. In view of McKittrick’s 
intervening petition, however, it 
is believed that the hearing may 
develop into a thorough-going in- 
vestigation into the financial af- 
fairs of the utility company.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

With increasing uneasiness I have 
been reading letters from service men 
abroad complaining about strikes, black 
markets and the like on the home front. 
Recently a letter was published from a 
soldier in North Africa in which he said 
that after reading about vacationers 
stranded in Florida, he and his com- 
rades felt like throwing down their 
guns, 

I don't know who is giving the service 
men this warped picture of civilian life, 
but it is high time the proper authori- 
ties set them straight on this matter. 


I am sure that no army in the world 
is more magnificently equipped and sup- 
ported than ours. What would they 
have us do that we have not done? 
Every bond drive has been over-sub- 
scribed; no Red Cross or USO drive has 
failed to meet its quota. There is 
scarcely any volunteer activity that 
hasn't plenty of willing hands at work. 
The blood banks are thriving. The sal- 
vage drives are well heeded. I don’t 
know how extensive the black market is, 
but I do know that no one of my ac- 
quaintance patronizes it. Production, we 
are told, is magnificent. © 


As to strikers and irresponsible vaca- 
tioners, they are a small minority. Per- 
haps if the armed services compiled 
statistics, they would find in their own 
ranks about the same percentage of 
gold-brickers that we have at home, 


I do not minimize the sacrifices of 
our’ men in service, nor do I mean to 
intimate that our small sacrifices can 
in any way measure up with theirs. 
They cannot. But I do say, and the boys 
in service should know, that we are do- 
ing all we can—most of us. 


We cannot all suffer in foxholes. 
Many a parent at home would gladly 
change places to spare a loved one if 
he could, But we cannot all go. So we 
do what we can—we give the labor of 
our hands and our heartfelt prayers. 
We do all that is asked of us, and more. 


Let the -boys who are fighting know 
this, Let them know that the shirkers, 
the strikers and the idle among us are 
a small minority. They make headlines 
in the newspapers, but the rest of us 
make the airplanes, the tanks, the ban- 
dages, the Victory gardens and every- 
thing else our country asks of us. 

Tet the boys who are fighting know 
that we are worth fighting for—that 
they can be proud of us as we are of 
them. It is our war, too.

Questions of Empire 


That single-purposed British mentality that 
hewed out the Empire is not given to nervous 
self-examination. Yet now it looks in upon it- 
self searchingly and asks a question: Will the 
current meeting of Dominion Prime Ministers 
set a course that —— or weakens the 
Empire? 

A portion of that query has nee answered by 
Prime Minister Curtin’s recent announcement: 
The “Hitler First” strategy of the United Na- 
tions “has been completely accepted by the con- 
ference.” Acquiescence from the leaders of New 
Zealand, Australia and Canada was inevitable, 
since the Allied war machine is already in high 
invasion gear, yet their indorsement, under less 
tense circumstances, might have been trouble- 
some to obtain. 

The countries “down under” have frequently 
felt like step-children in the past two years; it 
is known that much of Canada has eyes on the 
Eastern rather than the European theater. Ac- 
ceptance of the Allied global plan for all-out at- 
tack on Fortress Europe, followed by all-out at- 
tack on “Greater East Asia,” clears the deck for 
imperial conference matters of even more far- 
reaching importance, 

It is of postwar security, of Britain’s place in 
the world as a major force, that Empire states- 
men are thinking when they address themselves 
to tightening the ties of Commonwealth. Unless 
the imperial system holds together, only Russia 
and the United States will have clear title to 
definition as great powers. 

The island-dwellers of the United Kingdom look 
about them and see the old order revolutionized 
by war. “We have moved into a strange world,” 
Premier Smuts said in his London speech last 
December. To the left of the country is a proud 
and vigorotis Russia, “the new Colossus that be- 
strides this Continent.” To the right and over- 
seas are a strong and independent Canada and a 
wealthy, super-industrialized United States which 
is not separated by long sea lanes from her great 
resources. Australia and New Zealand are no 
longer content to play the parts of docile daugh- 
ters. In the Far East are colonies whose status 
is certain to be questioned at the peace table, 
and India, “brightest jewel” of the imperial 
crown, will be demanding her promised autonomy 
more determinedly than ever, 

The role of the United Kingdom in this chang- 
ing scene must be one of compromising her own 
interests with those of her sisters. Australia 
wants broader consultative machinery, councils 
for defense and a voice in economic questions 
and foreign affairs. Mackenzie King has come 
from Canada demanding new independence in 
foreign policy. He has, for example, rejected the 
ideas advanced by Lord Halifax and Field Mar- 
shal Smuts to the effect that the three major 
powers should balance world power among them- 
selves. He wants the rights and power of small- 
er nations recognized, and he considers auton- 
omous Canada one of them. 

Prime Minister Smuts is interested in fortify- 
ing the Commonwealth with Continental nations 
such as Holland and Belgium, because he fears 
the “unequal partnership” of Britain with the 
United States and Russia. And each man has 
brought to Londen an understandably regional 
point of view about the conduct of the war and 
the making of peace. 

Prime Minister Churchill still thinks in terms 
of Commonwealth dominance from the British 
Isles. “‘A boy’s best friend is his mother,’” he 
said recently, “seems to me sometimes worth 
humming.” Yet members of the Commonwealth 
want immigration to develop their resources at 
home. They want air power, trade, capital in- 
vestment, industry—and many of their wants 
conflict with those of Britain herself. 

Under the Statute of Westminster, which con- 
firmed their autonomy, under the impetus of war 
and through their own initiative and enterprise, 
Britain’s overseas daughters have grown up. To 
keep them in the family, to strengthen the bread- 
and-butter bonds as well as family ones, is the 
great stake played for in London on invasion 
eve. In the balance is Great Britain’s power in 


the postwar world. 
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An Injustice to Teachers Is Righted 

There never was any real justification for the 
rule requiring public school employes to live 
within the city limits, and the Board of Educa- 
tion took an enlightened action at its meeting 
of Tuesday night by repealing the measure. 

All that this rule did wag to cause inconven- 
ience, expense and sometimes hardship for teach- 
ers and other employes. It was a requirement 
that had nothing to do with merit, the only ra- 
tional standard for employment. The rule, in 
effect four years, should never have been en- 
acted, and its removal comes when a housing 
shortage was complicating the problem. 

Repeal should not be considered merely a war- 
time expedient, however, but permanent repudia-

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John Lewis, Political Wanderer 


Chagrined and resentful, John L. Lewis has 
had to announce to the world that he and his 
United Mine Workers are no longer applicants 
for readmission to the ranks of the American 
Federation of Labor 

The application had been pending for a year, 
Mr. Lewis recalled in his letter of withdrawal, 
and he artfully attributed the fact that it had 
not been accepted to “New Deal politicians who 
are opposed, for political reasons, to unity in 
the ranks of labor.” 

Having given up hope of taking his followers 
back into AFL, where he might have had again 
the political power he covets, there was nothing 
left for Mr. Lewis but this gesture of independ- 
ence, which deceives no one. 

This is merely another chapter in the shift- 
ing allegiances of John Lewis as a labor leader. 
It was less than 10 years ago that he gave up 
the vice-presidency of the AFL and started the 
movement- which soon produced the CIO, of 
which he became president. 

With the CIO in his hand, he thought he had 
what he wished—political power and labor 
power, He made his greatest bid for political 
power in 1936 when he gave a half-million 
dollars of CIO funds to the second Roosevelt 
campaign. Bunt when he was nnable to collect 
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the favors he expected in return, he broke with 
the President and since then has been a political 
wanderer. 

He sought to defeat Mr. Roosevelt in 1940 by 
swinging CIO support to Wendell Willkie. The 
move backfired and forced Mr. Lewis to quit the 
CIO presidency, and before long he had his mine 
workers out of that group. 

Where Mr. Lewis will land in this national 
campaign year, now that he is nothing more 
than head of the United Mine Workers, is a 
matter of speculation, but of no great concern, 
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More Than Partisanship Needed 


Senator Truman, appealing for election of 
Democrats to Congress in November, warns that 
a Democratic defeat “would confuse the conduct 
of the war, perhaps imperil the peace, and thus 
give aid and comfort to the enemy.” 

The Senator is a loyal Democrat, and was 
addressing the Missouri State Democratic con- 
vention. Such straight hewing to the party line 
could therefore be expected, and it is a strong 
argyment for Democratic workers, but the inde- 
pendent voter will not be impressed. 

The independent voter, in weighing the prob- 
lems of conducting a victorious war and making 
a secure peace, wil? consider the character of 
the candidates, and not their party labels. The 
Democrats do not hold a monopoly on men with 
sound, progressive ideas, nor do all Republicans 
stand for reactionary policies. This is proved by 
the fact that forward-looking men, irrespective 
of politics, have worked together in Congress on 
war and peace issues. A strong case for world 
organization has been made by a team of two 
Republican Senators, Ball and Burton, and two 
Democratic Senators, Hill and Hatch. 

The partisan approach in the 1918 elections 
proved disastrous to Woodrow Wilson, for the 
country reacted to hig appeal by electing a Re- 
publican Congress. Mr. Roosevelt has avoided 
this pitfall so far, and gives every sign of 
studiously endeavoring to keep the vital issue 
on a non-partisan basis, and this is as it should 
be. Senator Truman’s valuable committee gives 
another illustration of a sound and politically im- 
partial technique. 

If the independent voters turn out in sufficient 
numbers, they can dominate the election. And 
to persuade them, concrete appeals are essential. 
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A Valuable Public Servant 


Walter G. Campbell, who hag just retired as 
Commissioner of Foods and Drugs after 37 use- 
ful years in Federal service, has to his credit 
a remarkable record of achievement. Since 1907, 
when he became chief inspector in the Bureau of 
Chemistry, he has been in the thick of the fight 
to protect the health and purse of the public 
from unscrupulous, careless or ignorant producers 
and vendors of food and drugs. The facts he 
presented on the need for amendment of the out- 
moded Federal act were largely responsible for 
its modernizing by Congress, after a long and 
often bitter campaign, in 1938. 

American consumers owe a vote of thanks to 
Mr. Campbell for his long services in their behalf. 
Still vigorous on his retirement at 66, he says 
he looks forward to fuller participation in civic 
affairs. There are many positions in and out 
of government, without the exacting details of 
administrative work, which he could fill with 
great credit. This able citizen should not be 
overlooked when an opportunity arises to make 


further use of his services. 
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Toward Better Industrial Health 


Amid the controversy over “free” versus “so- 
cialized” medicine, certain very important prac- 
titioners who belong to neither camp are receiv- 
ing all too little attention. They are the salaried 
doctors, nurses and other specialists whose con- 
cern is with the health of men and women dur- 
ing the important third of the day spent at 
their jobs. 

The time was, not so many years ago, when 
salaried doctors were largely misfits and incom- 
petents who could not support themselves in 
private practice. Now it is very different. In- 
dustrial hygiene and medicine have acquired 
honorable professional status, and a richly de- 
served one: It is on that plane that the second 
national War Conference on Industrial Health 
is meeting in St. Louis this week. 

To say industrial hygiene is important is to 
labor the obvious. By preserving precious man 
power at high levels of efficiency, it speeds the 
military victory. And in a broader if less im- 
mediately crucial sense, everyone who under- 
takes to employ others incurs a responsibility 
to protect them against burn-out or premature 
wear-out. Compensation insurance and social 
security can assume the legal obligation. But 
the moral obligation is discharged only after 
every reasonable effort—and something more— 
has been made to remove causes of compensa- 
tion and to delay the time of enforced retire- 
ment, 

Whether for profits or aliruistie 
is good to see industry increasingly assuming 
this part of its proper burden. 
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A Justice Is Baffled 


The ordinary citizen, who feels himself baffled, 
confused and a bit groggy under the impact of 
new and strange problems in this epoch of whirl- 
ing crisis, can banish that feeling of chronic 
inferiority now. So lofty a personage as a Jus- 
tice of the United States Supreme Court has just 
confessed that he often feels the same way. 

It’s the rapid demolishing of precedents that 
bothers Justice Robert H. Jackson, just as it 
bothers the typical man usually identified as 
“in the street.” Mr, Justice Jackson finds him- 
self overwhelmed by the. mass-production opera- 
tions of the legal mills—‘frankly, I cannot ab- 
sorb the output.” That is just what the man in 
the rear seat of the street car was remarking 
this morning: “Things are happening so fast 
these days that I just can’t keep up with them.” 

It seems generally agreed that these are swift- 
moving times, in which old concepts are being 
toppled right and left, and the ancient landmarks 
are disappearing. Mr. Justice Jackson has so

One country on Russia’s border welcomes Red Army advances 
without misgivings, writer says; Soviet respect for democratic, for- 
Czech Government has cemented understanding;

When the Red banner, together with 
the tri-color flag of Czechoslovakia, was 
planted recently on the crest of the Car- 
pathians, the Soviet Army had gone be- 
yond its fourth pre-1939 frontier. ~How- 
ever small may be the present military 
significance of this Russian advance, its 
political implications are already very great. 


All along the Western boundary of Rus- 
sia, Czechoslovakia is the only country 
which will welcome the Red Army’s ad- 
vance without misgivings and give it 
wholehearted support. The conclusion of 
several treaties between the Czechoslovak 
Government in London and the Kremlin 
has facilitated this friendly situation, 


First came Russia’s recognition of 
Czechoslovakia’s pre-Munich boundaries. 
The Soviets, of course, never recognized 
the short-lived Munich pact from which 


they had been excluded. 


In the Post-Munich Epoch 


But after the diplomatic table was 
turned on France and Britain with the 
conclusion of the German-Russian non-ag- 
gression pact, Moscow recognized the ex- 
istence of the puppet Slovak state. It did 
not dismay the Czechs very much, since 
they were historically aware of the fact 
that no amount of diplomatic tight-rope 
walking could bridge the chasm between 
Russia and Germany. The whole affair 
ended the moment the Nazi legions set out 
for Moscow. 


Nearly all the United Nations concerned 
now recognize pre-Munich Czechoslovakia. 
But in Russia’s case, the act had a special 
significance, 

The eAsternmost and smallest Province 
of the Republic—-Ruthenia or, officially, 
Sub-Carpathian Russia-—-the very one 
which the Soviet troops have now entered, 
is inhabited mainly by Ukrainians, nearly 
half a million of them. 


No Claim on Ruthenia 
Had the Soviets insisted on including 
Ruthenia in their Ukrainian Republic, as 
they intend to annex Polish and Roma- 
nian territories with Ukrainian popula- 
tions, the Government of Dr. Benes would 
have had few reasons to oppose the de- 
mand. To their surprise, Stalin did not 
even ask for a plebiscite. While the pres. 
ent Polish-Soviet strife has been used and 
abused as proof of Russia's greed, the ex- 
ample of moderation shown in the case of 
Ruthenia has been totally ignored, 


After recognition of the integrity of the 
Republic, there followed the organization 
of a Czechoslovak brigade on Russian soil 
which achieved a brilliant record at the 
front. A second brigade will be sent into the 
field shortly, and both owe allegiance to 
the Government-in-Exile. In addition’ to 
the small Czechoslovak army in Britain, 
a unit in the Near East, and a brigade 
with Tito’s forces in Yugoslavia, there are 
about 10,000 Ruthenian, Slovak and Czech 
Partisans in the Carpathian forests who 
will make news in the next few weeks. 

Last December came the signing of the 
Czechoslovak - Soviet mutual assistance 
pact. This military alliance, designed to 
prevent any resurgence of German mili- 
tary power, is to last for 20 years, the 
game period as the British-Russian treaty. 
Of all the belligerents, Czechoslovakia is 
the only country on the Continent which 


the Soviets believe to have a sufficiently 
forward-looking and representative gov- 
ernment as to enable it to make and keep 
such a pledge, 

While the first.two links {In the Russian- 
Czech relationship did not go beyond the 
commitments Britain and the United States 
were willing to make with Continental na- 
tions, the mutual assistance pact made it 
patent that Russia was displaying a high 
degree of initiative and purposefulness in 
her handling of European affairs. 


A Sign to Other Countries 


The tie has made all the conquered na- 
tions of Europe stop and listen. The Amer- 
ican and British armies intend to retain 
full control of the liberated territories for 
an unspecified time. In contrast, Russia 
promises that, upon entering any part of 
the Republic, she will hand full power dn 
all non-military matters to Czechoslovak 
authorities. Moreover, the Czechoslovak 
brigades will be sent there as a nucleus for 
a full-fledged army of their own, 

It may be safely assumed that the 
Czechoslovak Government itn London is 
free from Soviet pressure. There are no 
Communists in the Cabinet; its Premier 
is Catholic Msgr. Sramek. Consequently, 
its relationship with Moscow has been 
built, not on fear or prejudice, but on a 
realistic appraisal of the European situa- 
tion and on an understanding of the long- 
range trend in Russian policies. 


The Czechoslovaks are intensely con. 
scious of being Slavs, and their feeling 
of affinity is particularly strong toward 
the Russians and the Yugoslavs., 

For a thousand veara the Germans have 
brought only deatruction and oppreasion 
to the Slavic peoples, and this war has 
united them, Bulgaria excepted, in a com 
mon struggle They are determined to 
make this the last German war. 


Soviet Faith in Czechs 


Other nations have the same determina- 
tion, but as far as the Czechoslovaks are 
concerned, only Russia can give them im- 
mediate and decisive assistance in case of 
a revival of German aggressiveness. At 
the same time, they realize that it is in 
Russia’s interest to have a zone of friendly 
nations on her Western frontier. 


Poland’s participation in the Czech-Rus- 
sian alliance will be essential for the fu- 
ture safety of the three Slavic countries, 
Such a zone cannot be created by intro- 
ducing Communism in those countries, be- 
cause it would be resiated by them as for- 
eign domination. After achieving her lim- 
ited territorial objectives, Russia will be 
interested in security and in the develop- 
ment of her enormous economic resources, 


The United Nations will presumably 
work for creation of a world system of 
security. But for several decades, until it 
is solidly anchored and built, peace can be 
assured only on a regional basis, such as 
has been implemented by the Good Neigh- 
bor policy in this. hemisphere and as Rus- 
sia, emerging from her isolation, will cre- 
ate east of Germany. These are the pillars 
on Which the ultimate structure can rest.

The Governor was presented by 
the Rev. Chester B. Pillow, pastor 
of the First Baptist Church, of 
which Mr. Brown had been a 
member for about 40 years, and 
who described him as “one of 
Missouri's outstanding citizens.” 

“He was simple, gentle and mod-. 
est, yet withal a man of dignity,” 
Donnell said of Mr. Brown. 

“Mr. Brown was a strong be- 
liever in the party system of gov- 
ernment, and was active, vigorous 
and powerful in the affairs of the 
political party of which he was a 
member.” 

Secretary Brown, a Democrat, 
had served nearly 12 years as Sec- 
retary of State and last December 
entered his party's primary for 
nomination to succeed Donnella 
Republican—as Governor, but the 
Secretary's serious illness forced 
his withdrawal from the race two 
months before he died. 

The auditorium service was fol- 
lowed by Masonic Lodge rites at 
the grave in Woodlawn Cemetery. 

Business was at a virtual stand- 
still during the services at the re- 
quest of Mayor J, L. Raulston. 

The first service was held at 9 
a. m. at Sacred Heart Catholic 
Church, with which Mr. Brown 
became affiliated during his fatal 
‘illness. The solemn requiem mass 
was chanted by a dozen priests, 
some of them from St. Louis, who 
were his close friends.

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- Re-Employment of Veterans 


A Statement to the Families and Friends 
of 15,000 Harvester Employes in Service 


(From an address by Fowler McCormick, president of International Harvester Company, to Company executives, meeting at Chicago.) 


WANT to talk about ene of the war 

jobs that we have to do and are go- 
ing to have before us for many, many 
months. I am speaking of the question 
of the re-employment of servicemen in 
our organization. The only thing I want 
to do this evening is to outline to you the 
broad aspects of the policy that I think 
you should follow. That policy divides 
itself very simply under three headings. 


‘In the first place, there is the attitude 
we should have towards these returning 
men and women. I am going to try to 
characterize that attitude and I know I 
shall not do it adequately, but I am go- 
ing to say that the first characteristic of 
that attitude should be that we natu- 
rally want to welcome those veterans 
back. We will be glad to have them back. 
We appreciate what they are doing for us 
in their service, and the first thing for 
us to express to them, in the deepest 
sincerity, is the fact that they are wel- 
come back. 


“The second characteristic of our atti- 
tude should be naturalness. Our attitude 
should not be one of curiosity. It cer- 
tainly should not be sentimental. 


“After all, what those men want and 
what they certainly are entitled to is 
that we help them to become again self- 
supporting civilians. That must be our 
goal—to help them become civilians and 
self-supporting. 


“You men know as well as I do the 
difficulty of the transition from civilian 
to army life, and you know that it is 
almost as difficult to become a civilian 
again after you have been in military 
service for a long time. Just that job it- 
self is difficult enough. 


“The thing we have to try to help 
them do is to become self-supporting. 
They do not want charity, God knows. 
They do not deserve so little. They de- 
serve our help to become self-support- 
ing again. 


‘So, to sum up, the first point in re- 
gard to returning servicemen is the 
matter of our attitude. Let us make it 
human. Let us make it healthy. Let us 
make it natural. Let us not have any 
sentimentality. Let us make it realistic 
and natural and warm. 


HE second point, I think, is that 

when this man comes back we 
must sit down and talk with him. First 
we must study his previous record with 
us. What did he do before he went away? 
What position was he in? What kind of 
a fellow was he? That is the first thing 
I think we should know. 


‘The second thing I think we should 
know, and this is more difficult to get, 
is the man’s record and his experiences 
while he has been in the service. We will 
get fragmentary records from the serv- 
ices. At a recent meeting in New York 
I heard that the Army was not going to 
put out detailed medical information. 
They may change that, but at any rate 
we can get some records. But more difh- 
cult yet is to find out what happened in- 
side that man, through his experiences. 


“And the next thing we should de- 
termine is what does this man want to 
do? What kind of work will he fit into 
best? What would make him the hap- 


piest? 


“T just want to cite you a couple of 
examples to illustrate the difhculty of 
the task before us. I will take a couple 
of extreme cases. You are going to have 
some men who, at your factories or 
branches, were performing some rather 
unskilled tasks. Maybe the man was a 
young warehouse man. Maybe he was 
in the repair department. Possibly he 
worked in the service station. He got 
into the Army or he got into the Navy. 
He got good training. He was under a 
good commander and something within 
him clicked and he went ahead. He was 
promoted. He went into further train- 


ing. He went to school, became an offi- 
cer. He did well. Let us say he was under 
fire and distinguished himself in action, 


‘“‘He comes back to you a captain, a 
major, even a lieutenant-colonel. Now, 
what are you going to do with that man? 
There is part of your problem. That is 
part of what you have to think about, 
what we all have to think about. 


‘Now let us take a reverse case. Here 
is aman who perhaps was a young fac- 
tory foreman, or an office manager, in- 
telligent and a fine fellow. He was un- 
fortunate in the service. He did not click. 
He had a discouraging time. Maybe he 
had experiences he could not quite adapt 
himself to, could not quite get up to. He 
comes back to you not as good a man as 
he was when he left you. That is possible. 
What are you going to do with him? 


‘Those are two kinds of cases. There 
will be an infinite variety and I think, 
gentlemen, one thing this problem is go- 
ing to require is that you give these men 
your personal attention. You cannot put 
these men through some kind of wringer 
or machine. You are going to have to 
see that these veterans are treated as 
they deserve to be. 


HE third point is that, when you 

have gone through the process of 
inquiry, you have the question of where 
you are going to put that man. Does he 
need training? Has he been injured? 
You will have to have some rehabilita- 
tion training and there are a lot of prob- 
lems involved which I am not going into 
this evening because all that will be 


taken up with you in detail later. 


“The thing I do want to leave with 
you is the fact that those men were and 
are Harvester men.

I know 
you will give it to them.”

OST of the correspondents 
M wre were through the cam- 
paigns in Africa, Sicily and 
Italy are up here now, and we feel 
like a sort of little family among 
all the new ones here. 

Before I arrived they had a big 
banquet for the correspondents 
who had been in the Mediter- 
ranean. There has been no gen- 
eral get-together since I got here, 
but a few of us call each other 
up and get together for a meal. 

Most of the correspondents base 
on London and work out to the 
eamps or airfields on trips of a 
few days each, then come back to 
write up their stuff and wait for 
the invasion. 

A vast Army public relations 
branch occupies one huge four- 
story building and overflows into 
several others. They have set up 
a “correspondents’ room” as a sort 
of central headquarters for us. We 
get our mail there, and we go 
there to ask questions, and get 
various problems worked out, and 
meet each other. 

The mail, incidentally, is a reve- 
lation here. In the Mediterranean 
the average letter took at least 
two weeks and a half to come 
from the States, and most of it 
much longer. Up here half of 
my mail is coming through in a) 
week. I have even had one letter 
in five days, and the longest has 
been only two weeks on the way. 

Obviously, no correspondent 
knows when the invasion will be 
or where. I imagine you could) 
count on your fingers all the Army 
officers in England who know. All 
we correspondents can do is be | 
ready. 

Only a few will go in on the.

IT’S ALL CHARACTERISTIC of the he-man 
Hemingway, who hopped from Havana to 
Miami, then rushed here for a few days before 
going to England as a war correspondent. As 
he lay on the rubbing table, I noticed that he 
had plenty of hair on his chest—do you remem- 
ber that battle with Max Eastman over whether 
he did?—and was also reminded that he had 
one leg shot up in the World War. For when 
Brown reached his legs with the rubbing, Hem- 
ingway said, “Watch that right one,” and to 
me he said: “I got one made out of tin.” 

“I can’t take New York,” Hemingway told 
me, “I stay on my farm in Cuba, and I keep 
healthy and I write good.” And, of course, he 
enjoys the Cubans, He hadn’t yet seen the pic- 
ture made out of his own great book, “For 
Whom the Bell Tolls.” But he’d been mingling 
with plenty of fighters and “Hemingway people.” 
For instance, in Havana he saw Kid Chocolate, 
who proudly displayed a newspaper clipping. 
“He was delighted with it because it was so 
long,” Hemingway said. But the headline said 
“Kid Chocolate On the Skids.”

Arthritic Patients 


By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


N the spring the joints and muscles are notably likely to 
| get stiff and sore. This used to be called by the old word 

rheumiatic. Nowadays the sufferer is more likely to be 
frightened by the more dread word arthritis. Perhaps we haa 
better switch to the even more modern word arthralgia, which 
simply means pain in the organs of locomotion. 

The causes of. these conditions and the reasons for their 
occurrence in the spring may be various. What is spring 
fever? Well, it’s a combination of the accumulated fatigue of 
living so much indoors in the winter, and a winter diet dom- 
inant in foods that are low in vitamins, and the resurge of 
the endocrines with some of them overdoing it and some of 
them underdoing.it, thyroid insufficiency and gonad oversuffi- 
ciency, and psychic states of the “Oh! what’s the use?” order. 
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THE SAME OPERATING causes, with the addition of pos- 
tural strain produce arthralgia. If it gets serious enough to 
require treatment not one but_a combination of methods cor- 
responding to the multiplicity of causes should be used, Thus 
we have reports of help in arthritis from Vitamin B concen- 
trates, and from thyroid exhibition. The thyroid patient droops 
all over and the drooping leads to a postural strain and the 
postural strain causes arthralgia. Middle-aged women patients 
in the menopause are often crippled by joint pains which yield 
very well to ovarian extract therapy. All these are established 
methods of treatment in the arthritis clinic.

I AM IMPRESSED though in the treatment of these 
arthritic and semi-arthritic patients with the neglect of the 
methods of physical therapy—water, heat and cold, massage, 
electricity. Why they are not more used by American physi- 
cians is a mystery. There is a feeling that they can only be 
given in a special establishment—a spa or resort. But most 
of the very effective ones can be given in the bathroom of any 
American home. I list some of the best: (1) Depending on 
heat: Hot baths, general, two or.more times a day Hot and 
cold wet compresses and applications. The hip bath. Hot and 
cold showers, or water poured from a height from a bucket 
or pitcher. Hot mud pack. (2) Mechanical: Massage and rub- 
bing—even amateur massage is valuable. Active and passive 
exercise directed at the sore muscles and joints. (3) Counter 
irritant: Sunlight. Ultra-violet lamp. Just plain electric bulb, 
Carbon arc lamp. Special electrical methods—such as dia- 
thermy and ionization and high frequency are available in 
most North American cities, but how seldom used 
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HOW MUCH BETTER these methods are than dosing 
with drugs, or the consumption of fancy and faddy diets. 
Rheumatic exudations have been likened to smouldering sources 
of disease and heat properly used often effects their absorp- 
tion. The mechanical effects of massage in stretching tissue 
accomplishes the same purpose. The new gold treatment of 
arthritis is probably the most hopeful agent that has been in- 
troduced in the treatment of that troublesome condition. It 
does not work in all cases, but it is worth a try in properly 
in the early stages of rheumatoid arthritis in 
young people before deformities or limitation of movement or 
It must be given under 
the care of a physician as it is given hypodermically into the 
muscle or into a vein. It often brings prompt relief from pain 
and limitation of motion,

The Tandilen Flying Circus | 


How the Major and His Pal Made Life Miserable for Japs. 


. .

This is the fifth chapter of Ma- 
jor Bong’s own story of his aerial 
exploits against the Japs. 

ADVANCED FIGHTER 

BASE, New Guinea, 

May 10.— 
HE most real fun I have ever 
T had as a fighter pilot was dur- 
ing the three weeks Lieut. Col. 
Tom Lynch (of Catasauqua, Pa.) 
and I had our own “flying circus.” 
It was an. ideal setup—we could 
fly wherever and whenever we 
wanted to. We ran into some 
swell scraps, and the only people 
we actually had to account to 
were ourselves, Tom and I had 
come back from a leave in the 
United States practically together 
—we’d both been home for two 
months. Brig. Gen. Paul Wurt- 
smith was reorganizing the Fifth 
Fighter Command at the time 
and Tom went in as operations 
officer with me as his assistant. 

Neither of us liked desk work. 
That is, we didn’t like it when we 
had to sit day after day answer- 
ing telephones and. changing 
numbers up on the status board. 
So we went to Gen. Wurtsmith 
and asked permission to start fly- 
ing again. To our considerable 
surprise, he gave us a free hand 
-—he told us that as long as we 
kept operations running smoothly 
we could fly all we wanted to, 
Tom had eighteen victories then. 
I had the same twenty-one I’d had 
when I went back to the States 
on leave. I was tied with Col, 
Neel Kearby of San Antonio, Tex., 
then, but after the General gave 
us permission to start combat 
flying again I had an edge on 
the Colonel. They had given him 
an administrative job with one of 
the Air Task Forces and he was 
so tied down he couldn’t get out 
at all. 

Tom_And I started as a team 
and we would have stayed that 
way indefinitely, I guess, if Tom 
hadn’t been lost while we were on 
a fighter sweep along the north 
coast of New Guinea, But I'm get- 
ting a little ahead of my story— 

The team idea made it swell— 
neither of us had to ask the oth- 
er’s permission to be gone from 
the office all day, and the General 
didn’t mind as long as we were 
there when the next day’s opera- 
tions were being planned. So we 
got our own two-man show on the 
road. Some days we would hook 
on with other squadrons escort- 
ing bombers to Kavieng or We- 
wak or Tadji. Some days we went 
out on sweeps by ourselves, Often 
we took the early morning weath- 
er reconnaissance job over Wewak 
in the hope we would pick up 
some Jap stragglers. 

We also figured out a dusk pa- 
trol that gave us some victories 
and some probables twice. We had 
our own stripped-down P-38's, One 
day, Lynch and I had hooked on 
to a flight of P-38’s taking Havoc 
and Mitchell bombers to Kavieng 
and coming home after seeing 
nothing at all, we left the main 
flight at Makieng. Lynch and I 
had decided to alternate on passes, 
If we. saw something one day, it 
was his turn to attack first. If 
either he or I saw something the 
next time we were out, it was my 
turn first. On this particular day, 
it was mine. It was getting on to- 
ward dusk and we were just par- 
allel to Cape Hoskins on the north- 
western coast of New Britain 
when I spotted a Jap fighter 
plane all by itself, 

I judged he was at about 12,000 
feet. I don‘t think the Jap pilot 
ever knew what hit him or, if he 
did, he didn’t have long to think 


about it. I made a 180-degree 
turn and closed in to about 75 
yards from his tail. I gave him 
one long burst and that was 
enough. He blew up right in front 
of me. It may sound a little far- 
fetched, but I was so close to that 
Nip I had to fly right through a 
ball of fire which was all that was 
left,;of him. I couldn't have been 
in the flames one-hundredth of a 
second, yet my cockpit was so hot 
then and for some minutes after- 
ward that I nearly burned up my- 
self, and when I got back to base 
there was still a lot of soot all 
over the plane. 

After our bombers finished with 
Kavieng there wasn’t much use of 
going back there any more— it was 
just another Jap ghost base, 80 
Tom and I shifted our attention to 
the north coast of New Guinea. 
There were any number of inter- 
esting experiences while we were 
pestering the Japs in that vicinity 
and several stand out in my mind, 
Once, we were coming home from 
a sweep up toward Tadji and we 
passed right over Hansa Bay on 
the way to our base. Hansa Bay 
has always been more than warm 
in ack-ack receptions for us in the 
past but there wasn’t a telltale 
black puff in the sky that after- 
noon. That irritated Tom consid- 
erably so he called me on the in- 
terplane radio and we went back 
again. We circled over Hansa 
maybe five minutes before the 
Japs hopped up from their supper 
and started letting loose with 
everything they had. 

It made a really nice show. We 
weren't hurt at all and we figured 
we made the Japs use up a goodly 
supply of antiaircraft shells, Tom 
felt better about it when they 
finally got mad, so we went on 
home. Another time, we were giv- 
ing Wewak the onceover when we 
spotted what looked like a bomber 
converted into a transport, coming 
in to land on the Boram strip. 
Targets like that are our particu- 
lar ‘“‘meat.” We went down in a 
screaming dive and Tom made the 
first pass. The bomber was weav- 
ing all over the place as it landed 
and I think Tom managed to get 
in some damaging hits, then I 
came in and popped away with all 
guns, The bomber still wouldn't 
catch fire—at least that’s what I 
thought. But when I pulled up 
and looked back there was one 
very nice explosion and flames 
Shot up all around the plane, 

After getting the bomber, we 
made a strafing pass at a flock of 
Japs lined up to greet the plane. 
We figured there must have been 
a brass-hat or somebody important 
aboard the bomber because these 
clowns were all nicely lined up 
right where it was supposed to 
park. Of course, neither Tom nor 
I could take credit for the plane— 
we have to get all our victories 
while the enemy ship is in the air 
and I’m afraid this fellow’s wheels 
had just stopped spinning when 
we finally knocked him off. 

(Editor’s note: While the fore- 
going rule applies to the score of 
pilots in the Pacific war theater, 
in the European theater, Ameri- 
can pilots are permitted to count 
in their score enemy planes de- 
stroyed on the ground as well as 
in the air. Thus, in the case of 
Capt. Don S. Gentile, leading ace 
in the European theater, his score 
of 30 “kills” includes 23 in the 
air and seven on the ground. All 
of Maj. Bong’s 27 victories were 
in the air.) 

We had one more exciting com- 
bat at Tadji a few days later, 
when we surprised a flight of 
Jap bombers escorted by five fight; 
ers. I was given credit for t 
bombers that day and Tom got 
bomber and a fighter. That was 
the most lucrative single day we 
had, With our long-range jobs, we 
could probably have kept harass- 
ing the Nips almost indefinitely if

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow

ERE in our experimental 
H kitchen we try out well- 

known, old-time methods of 
cooking, along with the more mod- 
ern techniques to test their rela- 
tive efficiency. One of our spe- 
cia] tasks last year as well as 
this includes tests as they relate 
to food preservation. Recently we 
have been canning rhubarb the 
old-fashioned way, by washing it 
extremely well and packing it in 
sterile jars, then filling up _ the 
jars with sterile water and sealing. 
That old-fashioned green rhubarb 
Was so much more acid than the 
more modern beautiful pink varie- 
ties so we did have our doubts 
about the old method working on 
the pink kind. It has been a good 
month since we canned some of 
the pink this way, and we have 
kept it stored in a room where 
the temperature rarely goes below 
65 degrees. When we tried it to- 
day we found it had kept perfect- 
ly and was most beautiful to be- 
hold and very good to eat. [ 
would not recommend this method 
to a woman who is not a crank 
on cleanliness, But if she is, she 
can have the best canned rhubarb 
ever.

Breakfast. 


Stewed raisins, one-half pound; 
ready-to-eat cereal, four generous 
servings; French toast, serve with 
honey or butter. 


Luncheon. 


Fruit and cottage cheese salad, 
shredded lettuce leaves, eight 
plums remaining from yesterday, 
one grapefruit, sectioned, and one- 
half pound cottage cheese; plain 
muffins, standard recipe; caramel 
blanc mange, one-third cup gran- 
ulated sugar caramelized, one-half 
cup hot water, one-fourth cup 
cornstarch, one-half cup gran- 
ulated sugar, one-eighth teaspoon 
salt, three-fourths cup cold water, 
3 cups milk, one teaspoon vanilla.

Ham and corn loaflets, one No. 
2 tin corn, combine one pound 
ground ham (remainder from yes- 
terday), one cup whole kernel 
corn, one egg, salt and pepper to 
suit taste. Mix thoroughly and 
pack into eight well greased muf- 
fin tins, Bake in moderate oven, 
350 degrees Fahrenheit, for 30 
to 40 minutes, Turn out, and serve 
hot with one and one-half cups 
medium white sauce with one- 
fourth cup finely minced parsley; 
baked sweet potatoes, four; but- 
tered fresh peas, three pounds; 
stuffed tomato salad, four large 
tomatoes, one -*half cucumber 
diced, one-half cup diced celery, 
seasonings and mayonnaise; Vien- 
na bread, bought; rhubarb chiffon 
pie, cut one pound rhubarb in 
small pieces. Add one-fourth cup 
cold water and one and one-third 
cup sugar. Cover and simmer gent- 
ly until rhubarb is tender enough 
to fall apart. Soften one table- 
spoon gelatine in one-fourth cup 
cold water. Add one-half cup boil- 
ing water and stir until dissolved, 
Beat two egg yolks thoroughly, 
slowly stir in the hot rhubarb, re- 
turn to saucepan and cook for two 
minutes. Remove from heat and 
stir in the gelatine, cool, then 
chill until mixture just begins to 
congeal, then beat the egg whites 
until stiff, and thoroughly fold 
into the rhubarb mixture. Turn 
into a cooled, baked 9-inch pie 
shell and chill in refrigerator until 
firm (about two hours).

He Buys Space to Express Himself 


Kuhne's Newspaper Ads Never Mention His Merchandise, but Get Results.

TROY, Mo., May 10. 


HEN the home-town paper 
W comes out subscribers all 

over Lincoln County turn the 
pages to see what Allie Kuhne has 
to say this week. What he has to 
say is found in the display ad- 
vertisement of Kuhne's Big De- 
partment Store—“a good place to 
trade.” For more than half a cen- 
tury he has been writing pieces 
for the paper and putting them in 
his advertising space at regular 
rates. He is the town’s philoso- 
pher and mentor and everybody's 
friend and brother. He advises 
the farmers and buys their prod- 
ucts and sells them what they 
need, In so doing he has built 
from a $128 start a small town 
business that runs some years to 
a million dollars. It is the suc- 
cess story of a country boy who 
talked to plain folks in their lan- 
guage, paying for the privilege and 
making it pay. 

The country boy had been chris- 
tened Albert but everybody called 
him Allie. He was one of the 
sons of August Kuhne, farmer and 
blacksmith. The shop sat back 
from Main street behind a cou- 
ple of sheds that sometimes were 
rented for minor business pur- 
poses. In 1888, Otto Deberts- 
hauser came over from Warren- 
ton and rented one of the sheds 
and opened up “The New York 
Racket Store,” dealing in tinware, 
glassware and notions, He hired 
Allie Kuhne, 14 years old, to work 
for him after school and on Sat- 
urdays. At the end of a year 
Debertshauser had had enough. 
He sold the business to Black- 
smith Kuhne for the invoicé val- 
ue of the stock on hand, which 
was $128, and Papa Kuhne turned 
it over to Allie, naming him gen- 


eral manager. 
. . - 
A cates Allie was a_ natural. 
Business picked up as soon as 
people found out that he was run- 
ning the New York Racket Store. 
They found out quickly because 
Allie told everybody. In a groping 
way he was putting into practice 
the personal contact principle 
which became the foundation of 
his business and social philosophy. 
After a while he dropped New 
York from the store title. He 
doubted whether Lincoln County 
people were interested in New 
York. Troy was what mattered. 
In a business way the name that 
counted was Kuhne. 

Once Allie Kuhne was launched 
in business there was no stopping 
him. As he sold from his $128 
stock he turned the profits into 
more stock. The business grew. 
The shed became too small. Parti- 
tions were torn dewn and addi- 
tions built. Bigger buildings were 
put up or bought. Allie had three 
brothers who, after 10 years, were 
more or less identified with him, 
They incorporated as the Kuhne 
Bros. Mercantile Co. and the name 
is retained, although the three 
brothers have died. The father, 
though he occasionally in the ear- 
lier years lent a hand in_ the 
store, remained a blacksmith to 
the end. 

One after another, a dairy farm 
of 150 acres, an ice plant and a 
poultry plant were added and tied 
in with the main business, which 
was the department store on Main 
street. The idea in establishing 
these adjuncts wastocreatea two- 
way build-up with the farmers, 
helping them to improve their 
herds and flocks, buying their im- 
proved products, and either selling 
them at the store or shipping them 
out. For years a store was Oper- 
ated in St. Louis, mostly for the 
handling of the Kuhne_ poultry 
products. 

Very early in his business career 
Kuhne became convinced that his 
best promotional asset was the 
friendly personal relations that he 
established with the store’s cus- 
tomers. To strengthen these re- 
lations and establish them with 
others who were not as yet cus- 
tomers, he set apart a portion of 
his advertising space in the local 
newspaper for informal chats with 
them on any subject except mer- 
chandising that came to mind, I 
his readers were interested in mer 
chandise they could read his ads, 
though they werg never asked to 
do so. As they All knew, he had 
a store up the street, and if they 
wanted to buy anything the Kuh- 
ne store was “a good place to 
trade,” but he seldom talked shop 
in his newspaper column, 

It was not that 
ered himself a fine writer. He 
didn’t pretend to be literary. Al- 
ways he aimed to write in his col- 
umn just like he talked in the 
store. There was a good reason 
for that. He had noticed that 
when he talked to customers in 
the store they seemed to like his 
plain, friendly, simple speech and 
talked back to him like he was 
one of them. 

When the subscribers get their 
Troy Free Press and turn the 
pages to see what Allie Kuhne 
says this week, they find some- 
think like this: “Let’s don’t any

Offhand, one might conclude 
that East himself was almost en- 
tirely to blame for this debacle in- 
asmiuch as the four hearts he bid 
voluntarily could have been 
doubled and defeated 1100 points, 
This, however, is not a realistie 
judgment. The fact is that Fast 
got away with his effort to inter- 
fere with the opponents’ bidding, 
and that it was his own partner 
who trapped him by incurring a 
redouble of four spades that would 
have been just about as expensive 
from East-West's point of view. 

West was experienced enough 
to know that a four heart bid 
such as East's does not imply de- 
fensive strength—in fact, exactly 
to the contrary!
